Early Count Shows 
Gain In Registration 


The registration at the Univer- 
sity of Omaha for the fall term 
totalled 678 by noon Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 16, 1936. Although the 
days for registering were Septem- 
ber 10, 11, and 12, students. con- 
tinue to enroll, The total of last 
Tuesday, which ‘is not final, al- 
ready exceeds the complete en- 
roliment of the first semester of 
last, year, which was 560. 

Over 200 have matriculated for 
the first time this fall. Central 
and Norta high schools in Omaha 
sent more: than 100 freshmen. Ap- 
proximately 45 of the new matri- 
culants have attended. school’ out- 
of-town, many of which ‘were from 
Council Bluffs. 

A new plan for registering was 
tried this. fall. Students were 
sent tickets which designated the 
time they wére to register. -This 
eliminated some of the long lines 
and . confusion, . characteristic of 
former registration days. 

“The number of boys and. girls 
are quite evenly divided.

School Library 


Acquires Books 


Added to the. Hbrary during the 
summer months were 1,090 new 
books, of which 525, or 48.2 per 
cent were in natural and social 
sciences. : 

Natural science books purchased 
number 185 while 340 books were 
added to the sociat science group, 
including education. 

The remaining. books, number- 
fields as follows: General ‘works, 
8; psychology and philosophy, 82; 
religion, 7; philology, 9; engineer- 
ing and useful arts, 103; fine arts, 
86; literature, 179; travel, 6; biog- 
raphy, 40; and’ history, 465. 

The library’s previous holdings 
were strongest in the fields of 
the social sciences, natural 
sciences, and the various litera- 
tures. Proportions shown above in 
the recent book selections are the 
natural results of demands of the 
curriculum and courses of study 
offered at the University. — 

Of 63 books in the foreign lan- 
guages, eight were in Spanish, 
nine in French and forty-six in 
German. These are ‘classified un- 
der the general headings of litera- 
ture, art, history, political science, 
mathematics and journalism. 

Approximately 200 books ordered 
have not yet. arrived, by reason 
of being out. of print, out of 
stock, or ordered om foreign 
countries,

received an appointment to Anna- 
polis, and Paul Blunt, a contender 
for regular tackle berth, resigned 
school. 

However, Coaches 
Hartman have polished up a scrap- 
py eleven which will give any 
conference team a run for their 
money. Despite the warm weather, 
the Red Birds have been blocking, 
tackling, running plays and .ecrim- 
maging in winning form.
